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Lancashire United Transport 
was often described as Britain’s 
largest independent bus 
operator, but was that West 
Riding? The company was 
founded in 1905 as Lancashire 
United Tramways Ltd to 
assume operation of the failing 
South Lancashire Tramways 
tram system centred on the 
towns of Leigh and Atherton 
in South Lancashire, with lines 
running towards St Helens, 
Wigan, Bolton and Salford, 
which had run into financial 
difficulties. 

Trams continued to run 
under the South Lancashire 
Tramways fleetname, but 
following World War 1 LUT 
began operating motorbuses 
under the Lancashire United 
fleetname. By 1926, the bus 


fleet had increased in size to 
100 operating over 21 routes. 

In the same year the 
company changed its name to 
Lancashire United Transport 
and Power Company Ltd to 
reflect the widened range of its 
business activities. 

LUT continued to operate 
routes in South Lancashire 
until it was purchased by 
Greater Manchester Passenger 
Transport Executive in 1976, 
remaining an independent 
subsidiary until 1981 when the 
company was officially wound 
up and its assets transferred to 
Greater Manchester Transport.

Those that 
still identify in such a way with a half-cab 
are, all these years on, now a confirmed 
minority. 

At the event in question, admission 
was free, and as it was staged by 
National Express this was appropriate, 
but cash-starved museums and other 
groups cannot always afford to follow 
suit. They do though face a dilemma 
in that rides in the main must remain 
free, so must depart from outside the 
‘paygate’. Many rally-goers are happy to 
remain on the pavement and not enter 
the building and thus having to pay 
up in order to do so. One possible way 
round this problem is to take the bull 
by the horns and offer free admission 
on event days, instead hoping to raise 
money through programme sales and 
quality refreshments. This would also 
benefit the traders inside by bringing 
in more potential customers. It’s all just 
thoughts . . . 

A big ‘thank you’ is in order to all 
those of you who have enquired about 
my health. I am aware of the inevitable 
rumours which are circulating, but 
it is my intention to carry on for the 
foreseeable future, albeit with a 
reduced workload. Should the surgeons 
succeed in their endeavours to restore 
me to original condition with a fully 
reconditioned engine, who knows where 
it will all lead?

Future 

The National Tramway Museum at Crich 
has been awarded a grant of £74,500 
from the Association of Independent 
Museums and Biffa Award for a new 
permanent exhibition ‘Holroyd Smith - 
Electrifying the Future’.

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Return of the Mendip Mule 



The Mendip Mule Motorbus Company’s 
heritage tour service will return this July 
to serve the Beer to Charmouth section 
of the Jurassic Coast with a selection of 
open-top buses, ranging from a Bristol 
RE to an ex Dublin Volvo Olympian. 
Starting in the picturesque Devon village 
of Beer, the service heads into Seaton - 
dropping off and picking up beside the 
newly built Tramway terminal - then it 
is across and alongside the River Axe to 
Axmouth, before crossing the Devon/ 
Dorset border into Lyme Regis. The 
final leg sees the tour head out of Lyme’s 
narrow streets onto Charmouth and its 
Newland Holiday Camp, the eastern 
terminus. 

The regular Beer to Charmouth 
service will operate between 21 July and 
2 September. There will also be special 
services from the Seaton area for the 
Weymouth Carnival, Beer Regatta and 
Sidmouth Red Arrows displays on 15, 16 
and 24 August respectively. Also planned 
is a season-ending gala which will be 
based at Seaton on 1 September; it is 
hoped the whole operational fleet will be 
in use. 


The Mule service hit local and national 
media last year when word spread that 
operations would cease owing to a small 
but vociferous number of residents not 
sympathetic nor understanding of having 
a heritage bus operation in their area. It 
was decided efforts would be made to 
ensure the service returned this summer 
after a large outpouring of support from 
the public and local businesses alike.

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No 1274 was withdrawn from service 
in 1977 having achieved 14 years on long¬ 
distance express service and was sold to 
dealer Sykes before being resold to Halls 
— a clothing manufacturer in Hinckley — 
for conversion into a mobile exhibition 
unit in which guise it toured the UK and 
Europe until being sold to the RAC as a 
static judges’ platform at Harewood House 
for hill climbing race events in 1983. 

In December 1998, owner John Cherry 
was contacted by Mike Cammack of the 
Merseyside Transport Trust who told 
him about an Atlantean that had been 
rescued by a Yorkshire enthusiast group 
from scrapping as the RAC had built a 
replacement building and sold the bus for 
scrap. They were unsure as to its identity 
but it was believed to be a ‘White Lady’. 

John doubted this as all except No 
1279 currently with the Ribble Vehicle 
Preservation Group were listed as 
scrapped, but any Ribble vehicle was 
interesting enough for him to travel to 
Selby at Christmas! To his amazement it 


was a ‘White Lady’ but 
devoid of all identity. 

With a borrowed set of batteries the 
engine fired into life for the first time in 
about 15 years. 

Numerous water and air leaks were 
fixed over the next few weeks before 
the Atlantean was taken for a test drive 
on the A19. The bus drove very well 
notwithstanding a trait of the buses. They 
have air suspension on the front axle and 
roll from side to side at over 50mph. The 
only way to stop it is to slow to 30mph and 
then build up again! 

Over the last three years the bus has 
been restored to working condition as it 
would have looked following overhaul 
with lower case fleetnames. 

The interior had been gutted by Halls 
and the RAC, so seats from an ex -Ribble 
G-registered Leyland Olympian coach 
were used. These proved to be almost 
identical to the originals except for the 
armrests. New roof racks were made up 
and fitted. 


An iconic Ribble Leyland 
Atlantean coach has been 
restored and returned to the 
road. PHILIP LAMB reports. 


Ribble 1274 (RRN 423), one of a batch 
of 20 dual-purpose Leyland Atlantean 
‘White Lady’ double-deck coaches, 
entered service at Ribble’s Burnley 
depot on 25 May 1962. Litted with 59 
coach seats and a luggage compartment 
at the rear, the Atlanteans were bought 
as a replacement for earlier Leyland 
PD1 and Leyland PD2 dual-purpose 
double-deckers. The buses were the third 
generation of ‘White Ladys’, named after 
the ghost at Salmesbury Hall following 
the launch of the earlier vehicles on a 
foggy day which made them look like 
ghosts as they arrived. 

No 1274 spent the next seven years 
on the X43 (Burnley-Manchester), being 
reallocated to Preston for a month for 
Certificate of Litness renewal, not for 
service. It was next sent to Blackpool Talbot 
Road, where it settled down on the X61 
(Blackpool-Liverpool) and X60 (Blackpool- 
Manchester) services, although trips on 
the X42 Morecambe and Blackpool locals 
would also have been common. 

In 1975 Nol274, along with her sisters, 
lost the attractive reversed Ribble livery 
and gained poppy red NBC bus livery and 
the new nickname ‘Scarlet Ladies’. Their 
duties, however, did not change until 1976 
when with increased OMO and their age, 
they started to be restricted to local work.

The relaxation of strict 
codes of practice regarding 
livery within NBC gave 
birth to the ‘stripey’ local 
coach livery which replaced 
the previously applied 
leaf green or poppy red 
and white. Ribble initially 
adopted a two-tone blue 
‘Timesaver’ identity later 
replaced by grey and red. 
There was also a red and 
gold Kingfisher version for 
touring coaches. 


Top: ‘Stripey* liveries were 
not only applied to coaches. 
Sometimes vehicles used 
for specific purposes, such 
as open-toppers were so 
treated. Acquired by Ribble 
in 1986 and numbered 1733, 
former Midland Red 6274 
(YHA 274J), an Alexander¬ 
bodied Daimler Fleetline, 
was subsequently converted 
to open-top.

MAUDSLAY 

.. .OR MAYBE NOT! 



A unique Maud slay Regal has finally 
been restored - though you might just 
be forgiven for calling the vehicle an 
AEC. NICK LARKIN sorts it out 

Anyone looking at the vehicle featured 
here will probably have something in 
common with many visitors to the 1948 
Commercial Motor Show - confusion! 
Why, wondered people attending the 
event 70 years ago, were they looking at a 
model forever associated with AEC, but 
proudly wearing Maudslay badges - and 
with a registration number (HHP 775) 
depicting the latter’s original home city of 
Coventry? 

The coach is finally back in the guise in 
which it appeared on the Maudslay show 
stand in 1948 following major restoration 
- and it is again causing brows to furrow. 

There must be an explanation. 

The Maudslay Motor Company, 
founded in 1902 and producing buses 
and commercial vehicles from 1904, and 
until 1923, cars, was taken over by AEC 
in 1948. Crossley would also join the 
combine and Associated Commercial 


Vehicles (ACV) was born. 

Post-war, Maudslay had enjoyed 
moderate success with a Mark II version 
of the Marathon, a front-engined chassis 
with the company’s own 7.4 litre petrol 
engine and five-speed gearbox. These 
were replaced by AEC’s diesel engine 
and four-speed constant mesh gearbox 
for the Mark III of 1948, and in 1950 the 
Marathon’s wheelbase was lengthened to 
accommodate 30ft bodywork. 

Production of all Maudslay vehicles 
ceased in 1951, although AECs bearing 
the Maudsley badge could be ordered 
until 1960. Coventry Corporation took 
nine Regent III chassis in 1949 which, 
although pure AEC in componentry, were 
assembled at Maudslay’s Alcester facility. 

HHP 755’s show moment is generally 
acknowledged to beat restrictions of 
how many vehicles a manufacturer 
could display: ‘No, it’s not an AEC, it’s a 
Maudslay. Look at the badges, can’t you 
read?’ ‘Yes OK, but it’s an AEC really!’ 

AEC was also considered to have 
wanted to show evidence of its takeover 
of Maudslay, as well as having another 


vehicle to present to potential customer of 
that firm’s products; the Marathon having 
been sold mainly to small independents. 


AN AEC AND GREENSLADE’S 

As soon as the show was over, HHP 755, 
which carried Duple C33F bodywork, 
was stripped of its Maudslay identity and 
entered the Exeter-based Greenslade’s 
Tours fleet, complete with AEC badging. 
Greenslade’s was founded by Devon- 
based William and Gilbert Greenslade in 
1912, originally with three Model T Fords, 
followed by a pair of charabancs. And a 
service from Hele Station to Bradninch 
was started. 

Tours became a major part of the 
business, which expanded rapidly in 
the 1920s and 30s with the purchase of 
several local bus and coach operators

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such as the Witheridge Transport 
Company Limited, Broadbeer and Sons 
of Teignmouth and Sellers & Company 
(Arcadia Coaches) of Exmouth. 

The war saw Greenslade’s working 
mainly on military contracts, with thirteen 
Bedford OWBs bought to service these. 

Major fleet renewal took place post-war 
with around 40 vehicles bought between 
1946 and 1950, not least the star of this 
feature and several ‘true’ Maudslays in the

form of Marathons. The bus side of the 
business passed to Devon General, and 
Greenslade’s concentrated on tours and 


holiday work, including trips abroad. 

Greenslade’s was sold to British Electric 
Traction (BET) in 1953 and the company 
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expanded, at one time having five bases 
across Devon. Greenslade’s exchanged 
continental tours licences with Wallace 
Arnold for its extended tours in 1969, by 
which time the AEC Reliance formed the 
bulk of the fleet. Takeovers continued 
and the Grey Cars operation, which 
had also been part of BET, came under 
Greenslade’s control in 1971. 

Operations gradually passed to Western 
National and National (SouthWest) 
during the 1970s though the Greenslade’s 
fleetname remained and passed to the 
new Devon General Ltd when Western 


National was restructured in 1983. 

The privatised Devon General sold the 
dormant Greenslade’s Tours name and 13 
vehicles to Paul Nightingale, whose father, 
George, had operated coaches, latterly 
from Exmouth, for many years. Hookways 
of Meeth bought Greenslades in 1990 
before ceasing to trade in 2011. 

BUT WHAT ABOUT THE 
MAUDSLAY, SORRY, AEC? 

HHP 755 had a successful career with 
Greenslade’s, which following its new 
extended tours licence, could run coaches

to the Lake District, North Wales and 
Scotland. Its later service life was mainly 
spent on more local duties, but it often saw 
service on Royal Blue duplicates from the 
West Country to London and Cheltenham. 

In 1961 HHP 755 was sold to dealer 
AMCC of London E15, and in 1964 passed 
to Collins Fruit Farms of Weeley Heath, 
Essex, which used it until June 1978. 

The East London Transport Society 
bought the Regal for preservation and it 
passed to the West of England Transport 
Collection in 1982, and later Tony and 
Ashley Blackman, who carried out some 
restoration. 

After a brief stay with Quantock Motor 
Services, HHP passed to Daniel Shears 
at Winkleigh in 2012. With so many other 
projects Daniel decided to offer the coach, 
by now a major restoration project, for sale. 

Renowned Lincolnshire-based PSV 
mechanic and enthusiast extraordinaire 
Eric Graveling saw the advert and decided 
to view the coach: T must admit I walked 
away,’ Eric recalls. There was so much 
work to do. But the coach started to 
niggle at me which made me even more 
determined to take it on.’ 

T suppose that as a project it was 
something different. Eventually, I gave in! 

The coach was low-loaded from Devon 
and Eric planned his new project: ‘Luckily 
the chassis was good, but there was a lot of 
work needed on the body and much of the 
interior was missing.’ 
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RESTORATION 

The AEC 9.6 litre engine was suffering 
from a cracked block but has been 
carefully repaired with Instant Metal: ‘It’s 
done the trick, though there is a slight 
seepage of water,’ says Eric. The cab from 
the emergency door forwards was pretty 
rotten, though some work had been done 
towards the back of the bus.’ 

A decision was taken to have the 
reframing and panel work carried out 
at East Yorkshire-based vehicle restorer 
Cobus: The results are excellent, especially 
considering my limited budget,’ states 
Eric. The emergency door was also rebuilt 
by Cobus - it is such a heavy unit that I 
decided not to keep the winding window 
mechanism and to have bracing fitted.’ 

Talking of window winders, Eric was 
surprised that all of them worked. He 
renovated what was left of the original 
woodwork: There is a bit of house dado 
rail in there somewhere, but it looks right.’ 

Most of the seats were missing too: 

‘We were fetching seats in twos and threes 
from all over the place and were extremely 
lucky to get a full set,’ considers Eric. 

A super period moquette was sourced 
from restorer/collector Roger Burdett and, 
after repairs, the seats were reupholstered 
by Evans Upholstery at Kings Dyke, near 
Whittlesey. Eric put new material on the 
panels and the parcel shelf’s underside. 


A few interior light fittings were missing 
but luckily, he had replacements to hand. 
Eric replaced much of the wiring, with 
complete renewal around the front and 
rear lights. He also investigated why 
the batteries were not charging: An 
electrician couldn’t work out what it was, 
so I had a look myself to find the regulator 
not working properly rather than the 
dynamo.’ 

The brakes were in surprisingly good 
order, needing little more than a pipe 
replacing. 

FINISHING TOUCHES 

After exhibiting the coach at the 2017 
Fenland Busfest, it was finally time to 
apply the paint. Eric carried out the work 
himself, putting a coat of etch primer on 
the panels followed by a topcoat: The 
paint came with the coach and was the 
right colours,’ recalls Eric. ‘By a stroke 
of luck, when we sanded down the boot 
doors, the original Greenslade’s logo was 
still there, and was carefully traced by 
coach painter Steve Holland.’ 

Then came surely the most important 
part of the whole project - fitting a replica 
Maudslay badge, found at a show, to the 
vehicle’s front. 


‘It was a big project, but well worth 
doing. This is a very historic coach and 
I think it probably would not have been 
restored had I not taken it on,’ concludes 
Eric, who has carried out several major 
restorations featured in B&CP ; the most 
extensive of which he considers to be 1948 
Duple-bodied Leyland Tiger EAV 458, 
which he still owns. 

Finally, HHP 755 may throw up 
some further confusion. Along with 
Greenslade’s Tours, another operator’s 
name appears in the front destination 
boxes. Strangely enough there no 
mention of Messrs Bodgitt and Scarper 
anywhere in the Ian Allan ABC of South 
West buses, or even the PSV Circle’s 
Greenslade’s fleet history. A bit remiss, if 
you don’t mind me saying! 

Admits Eric, with a smirk: ‘I only put it 
there to wind the anoraks up!’

S/MON GILL reports on two colourful 
Bristols within the Aycliffe and District 
Bus Preservation Society's collection. 

The Aycliffe and District Bus Preservation 
Society was established in 1980, became 
a registered charity in September 1982 
and moved to Charitable Incorporated 
Organisation (CIO) status in September 
2014. The Society is accredited as a 
working collection and its vehicles can be 
seen at many events in England’s North 
East and sometimes ‘on tour’ to bring the 
rich and varied industrial heritage and 
transport scene of the area to life. 

As the table shows, there are seven 
vehicles in its collection; the recent 
restoration of the newest surviving Bristol 
LS contrasts with the oldest extant Bristol 
LHS, which has been Society-owned since 
1984. 

UNITED LS COACHES 

The Bristol LS was still under 
development and no coach version had 
been built when the United Automobile 
Services board met in June 1951 to 


consider new vehicle orders for the 
following year. Four Leyland Royal Tiger 
PSUC1/15 chassis with Eastern Coach 
Works (ECW) bodies were therefore 
ordered for the Tyne-Tees-Thames service; 
these duly arrived in July 1952 as Nos 
LUTl-4 (PHN 801-4) and were followed 
by a further five in May 1953 as LUT5-9 
(RHN 768-72). 

United was an early operator of 
the production Bristol LS5G bus but 
considered the Gardner 5HLW 7.0 litre 
engine to be underpowered for express 
services. It instead chose the Bristol AVW 
8.14 litre engined Bristol LS6B for its 
coaches. 

The first three, Nos BUTl-3 (SHN 
716-8) with ECW 39-seat bodies, were 
delivered in September 1953. The first 
entered service in November 1953 with 
the other two stored until June 1954 when 
they were licensed with another pair, 
BUT4/5 (SHN 719/20). Their five-speed 
overdrive gearboxes and lighter weight 
of 7tons 2cwt lqr, when compared to the 
heavier Leylands, ensured they performed 
well. All carried United’s coach livery 


of cream and olive green separated by 
distinctive side mouldings. 

A further twenty Bristol LS6B coaches 
were added to the fleet during the 
following three years: Nos BUT6-15 
(UHN 342-51) in May/June 1954, BUT16- 
20 (16-20 BHN) in May/June 1956 and 
BUT21-5 (221-5 EHN) in July/August 
1957. 

A SPECIAL ORDER 

United also ran a programme of extended 
tours in addition to its express services 
and required five coaches to upgrade the 
tour fleet in 1958. By that time the Bristol 
LS had been replaced by the Bristol MW 
which was no longer offered with United’s 
preferred Bristol engine. 

At United’s request five Bristol LS6Bs 
were specially added to Bristol’s 119th 
production sanction and Nos BUC1-5 
(301-5 GHN) were delivered in April/May 
1958 and licensed from 1st June. They 
were similar to the London coaches and 
painted in the same cream and olive green 
livery, but featured cove panel glazing 
and just 34 reclining seats. These coaches

spent most of their time away from the 
North East, usually with four away at any 
one time and one spare. 

The reclining seats of Nos BUC1-5 were 
removed in 1962 for use in five replacement 
Bristol MW6G touring coaches, BUC11-5 
(7011-5 HN). Nos BUC1-5 received 39 
standard coach seats and were transferred 
to Scarborough for operation on what were 
internally known as 'Robinson’s Tours’ from 
the railway station’s forecourt, still painted 
in coach livery. They then settled down on 
private hire, day and half-day tours. 

The United fleet was renumbered 
to remove the ‘B’ for Bristol prefix in 
November 1964; the five LS6B coaches 
became UC1-5. A further renumbering 
effective from 1 January 1969 to facilitate 
computerised records saw them become 
1001-5 before their 1970 withdrawal and 
replacement by five Plaxton Elite-bodied 
Bristol LH6L coaches, Nos 1081-5 (BHN 
981-5H). 

United bought more Bristol LS of all 
types than any other operator with its 335 
examples almost a quarter of the 1,409 
built. This included 283 LS5G buses, 30 
LS6B coaches, 15 LS6B dual purpose 
vehicles and seven LS5G buses for the 
associated Durham District Services fleet. 

304 GHN 

No BUC4 (304 GHN) was the 
penultimate Bristol LS built (chassis 
no: 119.204) and is the newest example 
in preservation. As United No 1004, it 
was withdrawn in September 1970 and 
acquired in 1971 by the expanding Morris 
Brothers Ltd of Swansea company. 

The LS passed in 1974 to an 
unidentified Newquay-based owner who 
replaced the Bristol engine with a Gardner 
6HLW unit, effectively making it a Bristol 
LS6G. It was in use with Whitegate Mini 
Coaches of Newquay in July 1976, then 
withdrawn by July 1977. 

2007 saw most of the coach’s repanelling 
completed and work concentrated on 
mechanical units. IAN WIGGETT

304 GHN was bought for preservation 
by Ian Hunter of Leeds around the 
following year as he realised the vehicle’s 
unique place in history. It was acquired by 
the Aycliffe and District Bus Preservation 
Society in November 1999 for preservation; 
they started the lengthy process of 
returning the coach to its 1962 condition. 

The extensive restoration followed 
a successful Heritage Lottery Lund 
application. The chassis and all 
mechanical units were refurbished, a new 
exhaust fitted, and the fuel pump and 
auxiliaries rebuilt. 

The bodywork required significant 
attention including both interior and 
exterior repanelling, new moquette seats 



and interior side panels plus work on the 
luggage racks. Rewiring included the 
fitting of an isolator switch, new indicators 
and a reversing light to aid safety. 

A generous offer by Arriva’s Darlington 
subsidiary to repaint the coach was

kindly accepted by the Group; 304 GHN 
was formally launched at the ‘100 Years 
of United’ event at Darlington Market 
Square on 19 July 2012. Some mechanical 
fettling meant its first appearance on the 
rally circuit did not occur until 2014. 


THE BRISTOL LH/LHS AT UNITED 

United was also had the largest Bristol 
LH6L fleet, acquiring 218 new models 
with ECW bus bodies, plus the five 
Plaxton bodied coaches noted above, 
between 1968 and 1979. It also acquired 


42 second-hand examples when they 
became less popular with other operators. 

Despite its varied operating territory, 
United did not acquire any new examples 
of the shorter 7.9m-length Bristol LHS. 
But in June 1977, two Bristol LHS6L 



























































with Marshall 35-seat bodies were 
acquired from Southern Vectis. Nos 
1451/2 (NDL 768/9G) were part of a 
batch of four new to the Isle of Wight 
operator in June/July 1969, the first to be 
bodied by Marshall which supplied just 16 
bus bodies on LHS chassis to the National 
Bus Company - the four for Southern 
Vectis and twelve for Western National 
- plus one each to Gash of Newark and 
Harvey of Mousehole. 

No 1451 was scrapped in October 1982 
but 1452 has become well known on the 
rally circuit in its unusual and distinctive 
livery. 

NDL769G 

Southern Vectis was an early purchaser 
of the Bristol LHS, rivalled only by 
Lincolnshire Road Car which took the 
first three production models. NDL 769G 
was one of four dating from 1969, Nos 
832-5 (NDL 768-71G), which were painted 
in standard Tilling green and cream 
Southern Vectis livery and often used on 
the service between Newport and Cowes 
which, even today, has restricted access at 
the Pontoon ferry terminus. 

Acquired by United in June 1977 as its 
No 1452, NDL 769G was repainted in 
standard NBC poppy red livery and used in 
the Ripon area which, compared to what it 
was used to, was a long way from the coast. 
It was repainted in a red, white and blue 
livery in May 1983 to operate a Newton 
Aycliffe local service under the 'Newtonian 
fleetname. This was a daring livery at that 
time as National Bus Company operators 
started to stray from the standard poppy 
red or leaf green liveries. No 1452 was 
withdrawn in November 1984 and 
acquired by the Aycliffe and District Bus 
Preservation Society.

Although No 1452 initially retained 
Newtonian livery, it was restored in NBC 
red livery by September 1993 before being 
repainted back into its current Newtonian 
livery in June 2003. As with all preserved 
buses and coaches, regular maintenance 
reveals issues that must be addressed from 
time to time; over the past few years the 
step subframe has been renewed, hydraulic 
accelerator linkage repaired, gear linkage 
changed, a new exhaust system fitted, and 
saloon heater hoses replaced. 


WHAT NEXT? 

The Group’s current project is FHN 923, 
a former United Bristol K5G converted 
into a recovery vehicle in 1956, which is 
making timely progress and will hopefully 
be completed in the next few years to 
make an interesting addition to the fine 
collection.

Withdrawn in November 2007, it passed 
directly into preservation.

which has recently received Birmingham 
Pride livery.

The Cardiff Transport Preservation 
Group now has two former Cardiff 
Leyland Lynxes in its collection on 
the road. 

The Lynx was Leyland’s replacement for 
the Leyland National introduced in 1986. 
In 1990, the Mark II was introduced with 
reduced performance but with a more 
environmentally friendly engine. 


There were 140 Mark II versions built. 
These were the last Leyland-badged buses, 
marking the end of a manufacturer that 
built vehicles from 1896 to 1992. 

CARDIFF 258 

Cardiff 258 (G258 HUH), a 1990 
Leyland Lynx, was one of 29 similar 
buses delivered new to Cardiff Bus in 
1989/90. It has a Leyland 49-seat body 


with Leyland engine and was subsequently 
classified as a Mkl. 

This bus and No 267 (see over) both ran 
on local city services in Cardiff, and on 
occasions would have operated on routes 
to Newport, Caerphilly, Llantwit Major, 
Penarth and Barry. No 258 was withdrawn 
in 2008 and was kindly donated by Cardiff 
Bus to the Cardiff Transport Preservation 
Group at Barry.

CARDIFF 267 

Cardiff 267 (J267 UDW) is a Leyland Lynx 
Mark II delivered new in 1991, one of 12 
ordered by the then arms-length council- 
owned Cardiff Bus. It too has a Leyland 
49-seat body, and as a Mark II, it was 


designed to accommodate a Volvo engine 
and has an extended lower front dash. This 
bus, however, has a Cummins engine. 

No 267 was withdrawn c2006 and 
purchased by Dorset Sprinter for use on 


school contracts in the Bournemouth 
area. In 2010 Neil Gardner secured it for 
preservation and in May 2015, No 267 
returned to Wales joining the heritage bus 
collection at Barry.

It was sold 
to Newtons of Dingwall in 
1972 for a contract ferrying 
construction workers to the 
Nigg oil rig construction yard. 
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SOUTHAMPTON’S HERITAGE 


The Southampton & District Transport 
Heritage Trust has recently relocated 
to the Bursledon Brickworks Museum 
as DAVID JUKES discovers. 

The Southampton & District Transport 
Heritage Trust (S&DTHT) has 
maintained a leading role in the 
preservation of Southampton’s bus 
heritage since its 2001 formation as an 
amalgam of the 7164 Group and Solent 
Transport Trust (STT). 

The 7164 Group was formed in 1975 
by several Southampton City Transport 
(SCT) employees to look after two Park 
Royal-bodied Guy Arab Ills; the City 


Council’s newly-preserved ex-SCT No 71 
(LOW 217) of 1954 and SCT’s operational 
open-top No 64 (FTR511) of 1949, which 
was numbered 164 until 1972. 

The STT was formed in January 1976 
and soon acquired former Southampton 
Corporation Park Royal-bodied Guy 
Arab UF No 255 (JOW 928) for 
preservation that April. To this, the 
Southampton and Portsmouth-based 
membership added ex-SCT No 15 
(BCR379K), a 1972 all-Seddon Pennine 
RU, in 1981, and 1967 Strachan-bodied 
AEC Swift No 1 (JOW 499E) in 1987. 
(Please see page 47 for more details of 
these three vehicles). 


ENTERTHE S&DTHT 

The S&DTHT was formally established 
under the leadership of Brian Guilmant in 
January 2001, as current Trust Chairman 
David Hutchings explains: Tt was decided 
a new Trust would provide the best 
opportunity for everyone to be involved in 
the continued preservation and operation 
of Southampton’s heritage transport. 

‘We had had some joint meetings of the 
Solent Transport Trust and 7164 Group 
at SCT’s Portswood Depot Social Club 
and it was decided to use the old Trust 
as the basis of the new. This effectively 
incorporated both organisations into 
something that could equally welcome 
Trust, Group and new members.

Left: Southampton City Transport 
acquired 175 East Lancs-bodied Leyland 
Atlanteans between 1968 and 1982; 60 
PDRIs between 1968 and 1971 and 115 
AN68s between 1972 and 1982. No 167 
(EOW 400L) of 1972 and 1982-built 
No 274 (KOW 274Y) are AN68s from 
the first and final batches of the type, 
respectively. Spot the differences! 
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‘All assets were transferred to the 
new Southampton & District Transport 
Heritage Trust, including the Solent 
Transport Trust’s three vehicles, and it has 
worked quite well since.’ 

The S&DTHT more recently became 
part of the Working Omnibus Museum 
Project (WOMP Ltd) in 2016 after 
much effort; this gave the Trust legal 
and charitable standings and ensured it 
maintained links both within and outside 
the enthusiast fraternity. 

‘As Trust Chairman, I deal with other 
outside groups,’ says David. ‘They may 
be bus-related or, more importantly, 
non-enthusiast groups such as schools, 
colleges, theatres, the Bursledon 
Brickworks Museum Trust, and the many 
others that serve and work with the local 
communities. 

‘That has been my policy for several 
years,’ he adds. ‘Bus enthusiasts will 
readily come to events, but it is the 
ordinary public and other groups I seek to 
encourage - they are quite amenable and 
generous too.’ 

COMMUNITY RELATIONS 

The S&DTHT enjoys an excellent 
relationship with Southampton City 
Council (it currently looks after the 
Council’s preserved pair of Guy Arabs,

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Nos 64 and 71), which recommended the 
Trust to Southampton’s Nuffield Theatre 
as David explains: The first play at the 
Nuffield’s recently opened second site was 
called “Out of the Shadows”. It is about 
Southampton’s Supermarine Spitfire 
Dispersal Factories of the Second World 
War; the Nuffield receiving a National 
Lottery grant to enable community 
involvement, with which the Trust assists. 

Twelve school and 14 community 
visits with an on-bus film show will be 


completed by this July,’ he adds. The 
theatre handles the publicity and we do 
the rest, which works very well.’ 

A NEW HOME 

The school visits were carried out 
simultaneously with the Trust’s movement 
from a private North Baddesley site to 
the Bursledon Brickworks Museum; 
the former having to be cleared for 
redevelopment. The Brickworks Museum 
was established in 1997 at the UK’s

last remaining steam-driven Victorian 
brickworks, and it is also host to the 
Hampshire Narrow Gauge Railway Trust 
and the South Hampshire Historic Steam 
& Engineering Society. 

‘We get on well with the Brickworks 
Museum and its staff and volunteers,’ 
enthuses David. ‘And we enjoy 
cooperating with our fellow tenants 
thanks to our similar aims and objectives. 
Mike Schmidt and I have seats on the 
Brickworks Management Team which 
exists primarily for liaison purposes rather 
than for executive functions. 

‘We would like to make ourselves 
indispensable and went some way to 
achieving that at the Brickworks’ recent 
beer festival,’ he continues. ‘We have now 
attended two of these - the first as a non¬ 
resident organisation and the second as 
Museum residents - and the craft beer 
people loved it! 

‘Both the free heritage bus service to 
Swanwick railway station and our static 
display at the Museum proved very 
popular, especially the open-top Guy Arab 
which currently recalls its role carrying 
Southampton Football Club’s FA Cup 
Final winning team in 1976 thanks to 
private sponsorship from individual club 
supporters. 

The Trust is hoping to do more things 
with the Brickworks Museum, especially 
as we move our buses to the main display 
area when they have a special event. We 
do not encourage close inspection at our 
storage area as the railway runs very close 
to its rear, and there are particular health 
and safety concerns, especially when we 
are not present.’ 
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SPREADING THE WORD 

The S&DTHT enjoys very useful links 
through social media. It has a Facebook 
page (www.facebook.com/sadtht), a 
Twitter feed (@sadtht) and a website 
(www.sadtht.co.uk), all of which are 
managed by Tom Lingwood, the Trust’s 
Events and Online Manager. 

The website was built around six years 
ago and is currently being updated,’ 
considers Tom. 'We have planned its 
improvement for some time and it will 
return bigger and better. Until then it has 
a temporary page with the Trust’s contact 
details, so people can still e-mail us, and 
links to our Facebook and Twitter accounts. 

'Our links with social media are proving 
very successful,’ he adds. 'The Facebook 
page has over 1,700 likes and generates 
much interest - and it is free. It is amazing 
what comes to light on social media, and 
we have had many items donated to the 
Trust as a result.’ 

MOVING FORWARD 

The 90-strong Trust membership has plenty 
of work in hand. Three more vehicles were 
due to arrive at the Brickworks after B&CPs 
visit, as well as three shipping containers to 
provide storage for spare parts. 

Longer term plans include the 
introduction of covered accommodation 
for the Trust’s collection, but this will 
be subject to the necessary permissions 
of the Bursledon Brickworks Museum 
Trust and Fareham Borough Council. The 
S&DTHT has a rolling tenancy lease with 
the Brickworks Museum Trust and would 
prefer something more long-term to meet 
requirements for future grant funding. 

There is great potential for small-scale 
bus events at the Brickworks site involving 
a static display, a free service to Swanwick 
railway station and a few local tours, but 
this year is one of consolidation and we 
will have to wait until 2019 for something 
along these lines. In the meantime, the 
S&DTHT aims to visit forthcoming 
events at Bournemouth, Alton, Gosport 
and Dorchester with one or more vehicles.

TRUST-OWNED VEHICLES 


No 255 (JOW 928) 


Southampton Corporation acquired 12 
underfloor-engined Guy Arab UF chassis in 
1952, of which six were bodied by Park Royal as 
Nos 244-249 (JOW 917-922). Each had seating 
for 26 passengers and standing room for another 
26. Passengers boarded through the rear door 
and paid a seated conductor, then alighted from 
the front door at their journey’s end. 

This layout proved short-lived owing to a new 
regulation which limited the maximum number 
of standing passengers to half the vehicle’s 
seating capacity. The stored chassis were 
therefore fitted with Park Royal bodies to the 
same dual-door configuration but with 36 seats 
and space for 18 standees - and no conductor’s 
desk. These entered service in 1955 as Nos 250- 
255 (JOW 923-928), the same year Nos 244- 
249 were rebuilt to the same internal layout. 

The first six were sold out of service in 1963 
while Nos 250-253 were converted to single¬ 
door 39 seat saloons in 1964, the same year No 
254 was sold and No 255 was transferred to 
the Corporation’s welfare service. 

No 255, soon renumbered 903, was 
converted for the carriage of disabled persons 
by fitting a tail lift and was repainted ivory with 
a red waistband. It was withdrawn from these

duties in 1973 and sold to a local dealer, from 
which it was acquired by the Solent Transport 
Trust in April 1976. 

Various restoration attempts have been 
made over subsequent years, and the bus 
remains in long-term storage at Medstead 
Depot in partially-restored condition. 

The Guy lacks the very necessary window 
pans which were removed some years ago, 
despite advice to the contrary, and stored in a 
domestic shed. Assurances given regarding their 
safekeeping ultimately proved worthless on the 
responsible gentleman’s death as the pans had 
disappeared without trace. A grant will most 
likely be required to enable No 255’s completion. 


No 15 (BCR379K) 


The Southampton City Transport fleet was 
dominated by the double-deck bus with a token 
single-deck presence for many years. The ten 
AEC Swifts of 1967-69 were followed by five 
all-Seddon Pennine RUs in early-1972 as Nos 
11-15 (BCR 375-379K). These 44-seat single¬ 
door saloons were relatively lightly used and 
were withdrawn in 1981 when SCT adopted a 
double-deck-only operating policy. 

No 15 was acquired for preservation that 
year and was regularly rallied by the Solent 
Transport Trust. Its use also included the 
operation of a free heritage service between 
the Bursledon Brickworks - its then and now 
current home - and Bursledon Windmill. 

Unlike JOW 928, the Seddon would not 
benefit from covered storage when taken off 
the road and its external finishes suffered as 
a result. It is a very rare vehicle as just one 
other survives in preservation (former Lytham 
St Annes No 47: STJ 847L) and is currently 
undergoing restoration at Bursledon. 


ALL-SEDDON PENNINE RU 



The Seddon’s window rubbers have recently 
been replaced and its glass-reinforced plastic 
(GRP) front panel is currently receiving 
specialist repair. The exterior is being prepared 
for repainting, although further GRP repairs 
will be required owing to the extensive use of 
this material by Pennine Coachcraft, Seddon’s 
in-house bodybuilding concern. The Trust aims 
to complete No I5’s restoration within the next 
few years. 


No I (JOW 499E) STRACHAN PACEMASTER-BODIED AEC SWIFT MP2R 


The service history and subsequent restoration 
of Southampton’s first AEC Swift was featured 
within the March 2013 issue of 8&CP. 

Its long-term restoration was completed 
during 2012, since when it has regularly 
represented the S&DTHT at several events 
across the south and remains in full working 
order. 



The Trust also part-owns former Southampton 
City Transport No 256 (YRV 256V), a 1980 East 
Lancs-bodied Leyland Atlantean AN68 used as a 
static store at Bursledon. 

Several Trust members own other ex- 
Southampton buses, either individually or as 
part of a syndicate, including examples of the 


Guy Arab III, AEC Regent V, Leyland Titan PD2, 
Leyland Atlantean (PDRI and AN68), Leyland 
Olympian and Dennis Dart. Some are kept 
at Bursledon while others are kept at private 
sites elsewhere in the area. A number are 
active and may be seen at events in and around 
Southampton and Hampshire. 
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We /ook bock ot 
Southampton’s half-cab 
era taking in its small 
fleet of single-deckers 
new in the 1950s. 

Top: Southampton’s early 
postwar double-decker of 
choice was the Park Royal¬ 
bodied Guy Arab ll/lll, 
deliveries beginning in 1946 
and continuing right through 
until 1954. During that period 
almost 200 such buses were 
taken into stock meaning no 
more new double-deckers 
were required until 1961. 

Seen here is Guy Arab III No 
204 (GTR 466) which saw 
service between 1950 and 
1968. 

Centre: New in 1951 and seen 
here in June 1972, No 222 
(GTR 484) was one of the 
last Guys to be withdrawn. A 
meticulous restoration has 
recently been completed. 

Bottom left: No 251 (JOW 

924) was one of 12 Park 
Royal Guy Arab UFs with 
rear entrance/front exit 
layout incorporating a seated 
conductor at the rear. They 
were reconfigured in 1964 
to 39-seat front-entrance 
saloons. The 12 chassis 
were built and registered in 
1952, half of them not being 
bodied until 1955. No 251 was 
withdrawn in 1968. 

Bottom right Three Alexander¬ 
bodied Albion Nimbus 
midibuses were acquired in 
1956 for a local route in the 
Swaythling area, which is 
where in April 1971 we see No 
256 (ROW 700). No 256 was 
withdrawn the following year.

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when double-deckers in the 
shape of 12 Leyland PD2/27s 
entered the fleet. The order 
for bodywork, however, 
remained with Park Royal. 
Seen here is No 308 (308 TR), 
which was withdrawn in 1972.

Southampton became a city.

1965-builtNo 
371 (BOW 507C), seen here 
in February 1980, received 
prewar corporation ivory 
and blue livery and was 
re-numbered 100 to celebrate 
100 years of public transport 
in Southampton in 1979. 

Nos 373-402 were all

There will always be some electrical items 
to look at if you are tackling a full or 
partial restoration on your bus or coach. 

I have encountered several wiring jobs 
on the different buses and coaches I have 
restored; there have been small fixes and 
head scratching moments over the years. 
But just remember: if you are working on 
an older vehicle expect the unexpected 
with electrics. A simple break in a wire 
could take a while to find and it will 
almost always be in the tightest spot. 

MALCOLM GREEN 

I gained a lot of my electrical knowledge 
from a very good friend, former London 
Transport Instructor Malcolm Green. He 
is always patient to explain things to me 
and very methodical; he has been a huge 
support throughout my career. He is very 
much a bus and coach electrical guru in 
my eyes! 

I recently spent some time with 
Malcolm to discuss his electrical 
experience and career at London 
Transport. Here is what he had to say: 

Malcolm, you have had an 
amazing auto-electrical career. 
Could you please tell us more about it? 

I started with a company called 
Burroughs Computers in the late- 
1960s doing lots of relays and electronics, 
then went to London Transport in 1970 
as an electrician. At that time LT were 
looking for people who understood 
electronics and relays because of the 
automatic fare collection machines on the 
SM, SMS and DMS vehicles. 

I worked for 15 years with LT as an 
electrician, an electrical instructor and 
as a training manager for Chiswick and 


Aldenham Works - which included all 
London Transport area garages too. I 
left in the 1980s and have been self- 
employed for over 30 years, working with 
many private clients and big companies, 
including Big Bus. I offer a consulting 
service for those who need tailored advice 
for their bus or coach electrics. 

What type of vehicles have you 
worked on? 

There is quite a long list but here 
are a few that come to mind: 

RT, RF, RM, FRM, MB, SM, Atlantean, 
DM, Metropolitan, Titan, Metrobus, 
Bristol LH, Bristol VR, Leyland National 
and National 2, Volvo BIO, Citybus, 
Dennis Condor, tri-axle Metrobus, 
Leyland PD, AEC Regent, Reliance and 
Guy Arabs. 

That is a variety to be proud 
of! You are based in Surrey but 
where have you travelled to working on 
buses and coaches, I understand it is 
international? 

London, Yorkshire, South Coast, 
Devon, Germany, France and 
Philadelphia; it has been a lot of fun. 

What is the most common 
electrical fault preservationists 
should be aware of? 

That is a difficult one but it is 
probably flat batteries I get asked 
about the most. Make sure you have good 
batteries, maintain them and look after 
the connections. Keep them clean and 
protected with either Vaseline or battery 
terminal grease. 


I know you are asked a lot of 
questions. Which question comes 
up the most? 

Probably ‘What is the logical 
sequence to diagnose a fault?’, 
because you get asked so many different 
questions about so many different things. 

I have definitely asked you that 
question in the past. So what 
advice can you give someone about 
electrics when restoring their bus or 
coach? 

Basic advice I can give is work out 
your cable size requirements using 
Ohms’ law. It is very simple and will stop 
problems later. Ohm’s law is basically 
voltage = current (amps) times resistance 
[see inset - Ed]. If you know your volts and 
resistance, you get the amps. Knowing 
the amps means you can obtain a wire big 
enough to carry that current. 

Some studying of Ohm’s law will 
be required for those who want to 
understand it. How safe or dangerous is 
it working with electrics? 

If you use the above to work out 
your cable sizes and you use the 
same law to calculate the fuse sizes, then 
you will get proper fuses. If you do that 
the fuse should blow before anything else 
does, even if you do something wrong. 

But be confident and do not work on 
electrics yourself if you do not understand 
what you are doing and you lack the right 
equipment - you do not want to have an 
accident. Call in a specialist bus or coach 
electrician.

What equipment would you 
recommend for electrical 
restoration work? 

You will need a multimeter so you 
can look at voltage, for example 
when testing batteries for power. A test 
bulb with a minimum 21watt bulb should 
be sufficient. You will also need some 
small terminal screwdrivers, terminal 
connectors, wiring, electrical tape and 
cable ties - those should get you started. 

What other advice can you give 
us? 

Always check fuses with a test bulb 
- do not just look at them. Check if 
it is conducting using a test light connected 
at one end to a good earth and the other to 
each end of your fuse to see if you have a 
power supply. Always check power supplies 
with a 21W bulb because checking it with 
a meter will show you have a supply but 
possibly not enough power. 

Are there any horror stories you 
can tell us all about? 

There was a DMS that was 
overcharging its batteries and as it 
was travelling down the road the batteries 
blew up causing the floor trap to embed 
itself in the ceiling. That was scary! I also 
saw a Routemaster being boost started 
with a battery pack with dead batteries 
fitted and saw a spark on the battery. 

Thankfully I was not on the bus at the 
time, and as the bus was turning over 
the batteries went BANG. So it is very 
important if you have a boost pack and dead 
batteries to couple the boost pack to the 
vehicle without those batteries connected. 

That is pretty scary for bus 
owners to read, but also good safe 
advice. Always make sure your batteries 
are regularly maintained. But what 
are the tell-tale signs of over-charging 
batteries? 

It can be a rotten egg smell or bright 
bulbs. Do make sure you get a 
multimeter and quickly check the batteries’ 
output with the bus running on tick-over. 
The meter reading should be around 26-28 
volts. Note: if you have an older vehicle 
with a dynamo, this will only charge upon 
slightly increasing engine revs. 


One common thing that I find, 
especially with clients who have 
called out an auto electrician lacking 
experience of older vehicles, they 
automatically think the earth is picked 
up from the body or chassis. What are 
your thoughts on this? 

That is very common. I met a 
company who fitted a tachograph to 
a Routemaster and fitted the earth off the 
tachograph to the body, which blew the 
public-address system. By fitting an earth 
to the body you are sending a current 
down the vehicle’s body; so unless you 
have plenty of fuses protecting everything, 
this is not advisable. 

Older vehicles have less fuses to protect 
their circuits, so unless you are sure there 
is not going to be a problem, always earth 
back to the switchbox because if the 
circuit goes down to earth it can burnout 
before it takes the fuse out, which you 
don’t want! 

That is really important advice 
and people should be wary of 
this. So always check when working 
with auto electricians that they have lots 
of experience working on older vehicles 
with earth return. Can you tell us some 
more about when you worked at London 
Transport? 

The main vehicles were RTs and 
Routemasters, which I really 
enjoyed working on. Most electricians 
there at the time were ex-domestic 
electricians because RT wiring was very 
similar to house wiring; two wires went 
everywhere and it was very simple. 

But with the introduction of the 
DMS and the SMS, with automatic fare 
collection machines, fluorescent lighting 
and electronic gear change, there were 
more specialist electricians like me who 
knew what a relay or transistor was. I 
trained for two weeks at the AFC school 
with Gus Ferguson who was a terrific 
guy with a brilliant sense of humour. 

We got on well and he later told me 
he was moving up the ranks and was 
recommending me to head up the training 
school. 

I really enjoyed that as I had learnt so 
much about the buses by then and it was 
nice to teach other people. This led me to 
visit and work at every London Transport 
garage. 
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AN ISOLATING EXPERIENCE 

Many moons ago I owned CTT 518C, a 
1965 ex-Devon General AEC Regent V 
with Willowbrook bodywork. It was in 
running order and rallied quite regularly. 

I would return from a rally, park up and 
turn the master switch off in the cab. This 
worked fine until I noticed smoke under 
the bus behind the front axle/staircase 
area. I quickly discovered smouldering 
wires which were still live despite the 
master switch being turned off. 

This, of course, put me into a panic. 

What had happened? I cannot quite 
remember which circuit this wiring was 
on but the insulation must have become 
damaged and was shorting out - this occurs 
when live and earth wires touch causing a 
heat build-up or sparks, leading to fire. 

The immediate thing to do if you have 
not got an isolator switch fitted is to 
disconnect your batteries; this will also 
look after your batteries too by preventing 
them from going flat quickly. 

Another tip is to always make sure you 
have a fire extinguisher handy! 

Just keep in mind to make sure you 
have a good test light and your wiring has 
the correct fuses. Keep a stock of light 
bulbs too in case you need to change an 
indicator bulb out on the road. 

My next article in this series 
will examine the icing on the 
cake: brush painting 
versus spray, and a 
few tips on paint 
preparation! 
Not to be 
missed. 


MORE ADVICE FROM ASHLEY 

Your vehicle’s lighting may be working 
but behind the scenes could be another 
story. Dried out insulation and bad 
connections can lead to all sorts of weird 
and wonderful happenings. By this I mean 
lights working when they should not and 
gears selecting on their own. 

You might not know what your wiring 
is like behind ceiling panels and light 
units, but make sure all fuses are in the 
right place and doing their job correctly 
- nobody wants a fire. My best advice is 
to make sure you have a wired-in main 
isolator that isolates your batteries; this 
applies to mainly older vehicles as they 
tend to not have them. 

Another thing to check is indicator 
bulbs; they are sometimes wired in series 
so the light bulbs will be 12volts. I have 
also come across light bulbs which have 
blown because they should be single 
connection and earthed at the cap, but 
a double connection light bulb has been 
fitted causing it to blow immediately. 

When drilling and screwing or riveting 
to fit panels, be careful with what you are 
drilling into because you can create a lot 
of problems if there are wires behind. 

It can be a little frustrating to find non¬ 
working indicators after sealing 
your panel, or even maybe 
after painting. 


No 1746 is all set to be a 
showstopper for its rally debut at 
the 50th Anniversary East Coast 
Run, from Hull to Bridlington.

OHM’S LAW 


Ohm’s law states the current through a conductor 
between two points is directly proportional to the 
electrical potential difference (voltage) across the 
two points. Introducing the constant resistance 
provides the equivalent mathematical equations: 

I = V/R or V = IR or R=V/I 

I is the current through the conductor measured 
in amperes (often shortened to amps) 

V is the electrical potential difference (voltage) 
across the conductor measured in volts 
R is the electrical resistance of the conductor 
measured in ohms 


ELECTRICAL POWER 


The power in electrical circuits can be calculated 
using the mathematical equation: 

P = IV 

P is the power measured in watts 
I is the current through the conductor measured 
in amperes (often shortened to amps) 

V is the electrical potential difference (voltage) 
across the conductor measured in volts

The Original Omnibus Company’s 
4mm scale models of Roe’s 
traditional-styled post-1957 bodywork 
features several chassis variants as 
NIGEL APPLEFORD explains. 

Charles H. Roe Ltd was based for most 
of its life at Crossgates in Leeds. Roe’s 
customer base was mainly municipals and 
independents, particularly those based 
in Yorkshire and the north east, although 
it attracted some significant orders from 
elsewhere. 

The company registered an important 
patent in 1928 - a continuous-machined 
teak waist-rail designed to interlock with 
vertical teak pillars and steel reinforcing 
strips, also binding these to the outer 
panelling. This was an early example of 
system-built coachwork. 

This composite body was revised post¬ 
war with a new patent waist rail; rolled 
steel plate now covered the teak structural 
member. From 1957 such bodies were 
built with teak framing to the lower 
deck ceiling or upper deck floor and 
aluminium framework above. This body 
style continued in production until the last 
home-market Daimler CVG6 was delivered 
to Northampton Corporation in 1968. Roe, 
however, used Park Royal frames for its 
steel-framed bodywork on front and rear-

engined double-deck models (it was owned 
by Park Royal Vehicles from 1947 and 
became part of Associated Commercial 
Vehicles two years later). 

THE CORGI MODELS 

The models were added to Corgi’s 
Original Omnibus range in April 
and May 2006, although we have two 
entirely different models numbered in a 
common series. The trolleybus is of five- 
bay construction with full front and the 
motorbus is a four-bay half-cab design 
with various front and bonnet fittings. 


Both models are constructed in a 
similar way with die-cast lower and 
upper decks held together by two metal 
poles. Unlike previously reviewed OOC 
castings, the poles do not appear to pass 
through the metal baseplate although 
there are indents where the poles sit. I 
have not dismantled one of these models 
but imagine a blade between the two 
decks may be required - and there is also 
a rivet under the rear platform. 

Wheels, lifeguards, etc. are plastic with 
rubber tyres on the wheels. The interiors 
are single-coloured plastic with staggered

The first Trolleybus variant was a Sunbeam in the livery of 
Tees-side Railless Traction Board. The five-bay body features a 
wider pillar between the first and second upstairs windows. 



Roe bodies sold quite well to independents, particularly 
in Yorkshire and the North East. This AEC Regent V was 
purchased by Felix of Doncaster, becoming No.37 (TWR 174) in 
this fleet. 



This view of Wolverhampton Corporation 572 (KJW 572) shows 
the upright rear with long rearmost upper-deck windows, but 
also the undersized platform bulkhead of many OOC castings. 



Doncaster Transport was another Roe customer, in this case on 
a Daimler CVG6 chassis. This model of 183 (HDT 583) wears 
the final Doncaster livery variant. 


August 2018 
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OOC started to use a little modellers’ licence with this release 
of Grampian 316 (URG 316), a Daimler CVG6 which carried 
an Alexander body, not a Roe product. The rear emergency 
window received a painted-on dividing bar but is incorrect. 



Tyne & Wear PTE received this Roe-bodied Daimler CSG6 from 
South Shields Corporation, which survived long enough to receive 
the PTE’s yellow/cream livery. The model of 329 (FCU 829) was 
released with a choice of Cleadon or Marsden destinations. 


upper-deck seating. Steering wheels are of 
black plastic. The baseplate includes some 
engine, propshaft and exhaust details on 
the motorbus and motor, propshaft and 
electrical details on the trolleybus. 

Glazing is commendably flush with the 
various ventilator arrangements printed 
in silver. Etched windscreen wipers and 
appropriately-styled plastic mirrors are 
also provided. Corgi again has again 
struggled with the rear platform bulkhead 
- which is too narrow - although a glazed 
window and ticket box feature. The 
platform itself is a vast improvement on 


earlier OOC rear entrance models. 

The motorbus scales at 27’ long by 
7’6” wide, the trolleybus is again 27’ long 
but only about 7’3” wide. Compromise 
is needed for any 8’ wide prototypes. 

The trolleybus poles are modelled in the 
‘stored’ position and are plastic mouldings. 
Hooks are provided but the booms have a 
mind of their own and appear fragile, but 
they are very finely moulded. 

Hornby/Corgi has taken some artistic 
licence as a few of the vehicles modelled 
were prototypically bodied by Alexander 
or Park Royal; these have some similarities 


but they are obviously inaccurate. 

Both models are very handsome 
and capture the Roe bodywork’s look 
extremely well. The general standard of 
finish is very good throughout, although 
I notice many of the ‘tin fronts’ are not 
fixed exactly in the vertical plane. 

This recent casting still has some 
mileage in it and stands up well to recent 
releases. The volume of new releases, and 
the quantities produced, are falling so it 
may be a while before we see any more. 

The OOC castings have also been used 
for the Atlas Editions range. 



Hartlepool Corporation 
and Grimsby Cleethorpes 
Transport were north¬ 
east municipals and Roe 
customers, and both had a 
blue/white livery. On the left 
is Hartlepool 2 (TUP 857), 
an AEC Regent V, and on the 
right Grimsby III (MEE 351), 
a Daimler CSG5.

London Transport RTL988, a 1951 Metro- 
Cammell-bodied Leyland Titan 7RT. Not 
only is it in a non-standard colour, but 
it is registered PGK 202P instead of its 
original LUC 363, suggesting it was built 
in 1976/7 rather than 25 years earlier. 

The RTL was one of six sold by LT to 
Jersey Motor Transport (JMT) in 1967 
(following a sale of eight in 1959) where 
it operated until sale for UK preservation 
in 1974 as JMT No 679 (J36679), its 
new owners reregistering the bus on its 
return to this country’s roads in 1976/7 
with the illustrated mark. 

RTL988 was sold to Star Groundworks 
of Chadwell St Mary in 1988 and 
converted to open-top, passing to John 
Mould for use as a hospitality vehicle 
reregistered RTK 930 two years later. 

It was sold via auction in 2003 and later 
exported to the Czech Republic in 
September 2005 for preservation.

GREENSLADE’S GIZMO
